The lawsuit was filed against the 
city and the five city council mem- 
bers, but Haywood was not named 
as a defendent in this case. 

The basis for the suit, $1 million 
in compensatory damages and $1.5 
in punitive damages, was that the 
man had been terminated without the 
proper hearings required by Al- 
abama law and Elba city ordinance, 

At the termination meeting, Gill 
was told, after the vote to terminate, 
they could have a hearing, but the at- 
torney declined until a written list of 
the charges was presented. This was 
done several days later and again a 
hearing was offered, however no 
hearing ever took place. The lawsuit 
was filed in May, 1996 and settled 
one year later. 

Peacock was the fourth person to 
carry the title of “Chief” in less than 


four years. His was the second to 
end in a cash settlement to the ter- 
minated employee. The administra- 
tion ended with an acting chief, as 
the council, nor the mayor made any 
Strong attempt to name a _ re- 
placement during the final months of 
the administration. 

The saga began in the first year of 
the administration, when former 
chief, Freddie Hanchey filed his suit 
for wrongful termination and won a 
settlement and return to a high rank- 
ing position in the police de- 
partment. His case was opposite of 
the Peacock case, as Haywood fired 
Hanchey while the council members 
wanted to retain him. Jack Parker 
and Maxwell Hooks each served as 
chief, but resigned. Peacock, a for- 
mer military police officer in the U. 
5. Army, was named to the position 
after the resignation of Hooks He 
came to Elba from the Hartford po- 
lice department. 

That was the final of five wrong- 
ful termination suits lost by the city 
in a four year span. There are how- 
ever, one or two personal injury suits 
making their way through the courts.

The Introduction to Disaster 
Course is needed before any other 
course can be taken. It is available at 
the Elba City Hall in a video-take- 
home format. 

Mass Care Overview and Shelter 
Operations are classes that cover 
what is involved in setting up, run- 
ning, and supplying a shelter during 
a disaster. 

A shelter team for the Elba area 
will be formed from those attending 
the training. The shelters are set up 
to provide a safe place during and af- 
ter a disaster. Many people who use 
the shelters are elderly, live in mo- 
bile homes, or live in areas normally 
affected by flooding. 

Damage Assessment takes place 
immediately following a disaster. In- 
formation on damage and number of 
people affected is gathered by volun- 
teers. This is accomplished by a 
street-by-street survey. The survey 
can be completed in less than 2 days. 

Volunteers can be scheduled for 
as little as a four-hour period follow- 
ing a disaster. Quick, accurate dam- 
age assessment following a disaster 
is critical because local, state, and 
federal assistance is based on the 
numbers reported. The faster their 
information is gathered the faster 
help can be requested and received.

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F-911 Board signs mapping contract

Last Thursday evening (7:00 
p.m.), the Coffee County Emergency 
Communications Board (CCECB) 
signed with a firm to map and ad- 
dress the county for E-911, 

The contract was awarded to LAS 
Systems, Inc., of Roopville, GA. ata 
cost of $87,900.00 

The firm will begin in June map- 
ping the more than 1,000 miles of 
roads in the county identifying all 
structures, rivers, streams, bridges 
and even fire plugs, Also, all the 
streets in Elba, Kinston and New 
Brockton will be inciuded in the 
mapping and identification process. 

e time frame for the firm's 
completing its task is 12 months 
with a Master Stree/County Road 
Address Guide being completed in 
13 months. Incentives are included 
in the contract for carly completion 
of the contract. 

Gloria Webb, Public Information 
Officer for the CCECB, said,“You 
need to know that this is a major step 
in getting ready for E-911, and is 
monumental in scope...When this 
project is completed, each emergen- 
cy responder in the county will have 
a book of maps which will enable 
him/her to go directly to any struc 
ture in the county, even if he or she 
moved here and started work only 
yesterday. 

“Today, we are taking a giant step 
forward towards enhancing the safe- 
ty and welfare of our citizens and 
their property” 

Since this mapping and address 
ing for E-911 will eventually affect 
one's mailing address, all postmas- 
ters from within the county were in- 
vited to the meeting. 

County residents are cautioned 
not to become alarmed at this ad 
dress change because it will be done 
in an orderly and timely fashion

address for anyone.

Mass Care Overview and Shelter 
Operations are classes that cover 
what is involved in setting up, run- 
ning, and supplying a shelter during 
a disaster. 

A shelter team for the Elba area 
will be formed from those attending 
the training. The shelters are set up 
to provide a safe place during and af- 
ter a disaster. Many people who use 
the shelters are elderly, live in mo- 
bile homes, or live in areas normally 
affected by flooding. 

Damage Assessment takes place 
immediately following a disaster. In- 
formation on damage and number of 
people affected is gathered by volun- 
teers. This is accomplished by a 
street-by-street survey. The survey 
can be completed in less than 2 days. 

Volunteers can be scheduled for 
as little as a four-hour period follow- 
ing a disaster. Quick, accurate dam- 
age assessment following a disaster 
is critical because local, state, and 
federal assistance is based on the 
numbers reported. The faster their 
information is gathered the faster 
help can be requested and received.

There were several minutes of 
discussion followed by motions be- 
ing offered - some failing to pass 
and some receiving no second - fol- 
lowed by a 15-minute recess before 
a telephone question was settled. 

It began when County Adminis- 
trator Wilson Mobley presented a 
proposal from GTE on relocating tel- 
ephone equipment to the old Enter- 
prise Post Office which will be used 
as temporary offices during the con- 
struction of the new courthouse. 

He presented figures from GTE 
on the cost of relocating existing 
equipment form the present court- 
house to the post office. This cost 
was $10,877.98. 


An option to the above was for 
GTE to install a rental system in the 
temporary facility at a cost of 
$2,674.49 per month for 18 months 
($48,464.82). This option was highly 
recommended by GTE. 

Mobley noted that GTE officials 
stated that this system could be used 
in the new courthouse after it was 
completed. The cost and legality of 
this without bidding the equipment 
was questioned. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, a motion to follow GTE’s rec- 
ommendation failed in a 4-2 vote 
(Commissioners Linda Westbrook, 
Kayo Lewis, Doug Dalrymple, and 
Len Averett voted against the mo: 
tion; Commissioners Tom Grimsley 
and Bernest Brooks voted for; Com- 
missioner Robert Stephens was not 
present). 


Commissioner Dalrymple made a 
motion to appoint a committee to de- 
cide the issue. His motion failed to 
get a second. 

Once again, Commissioner Grim- 
sley made the original motion. It 
failed by the same vote a second 
time. 

The commission, after more dis- 
cussion failed to reach a decision so 
they took a 15-minute recess to re- 
group. During the recess, the group 
huddled (with a news reporter 
present) out in the hall to discuss a 
compromise. 

Upon reconvening, Commission- 
er Linda Westbrook made a motion 
that the county administrator nego- 
tiate a deal with GTE or a private

p.m.), the Coffee County Emergency 
Communications Board (CCECB) 
signed with a firm to map and ad- 
dress the county for E-911. 

The contract was awarded to LAS 
Systems, Inc., of Roopville GA. ata 
cost of $87,900.00. 

The firm will begin in June map- 
ping the more than 1,000 miles of 
roads in the county identifying all 
auuetures, rivers, streams, bridges 
and even inzc plugs. Also, all the 
streets in Elba, Kinston and New 
Brockton will be included in the 
mapping and identification process. 

The time frame for the firm’s 
completing its task is 12 months 
with a Master Street/County Road 
Address Guide being completed in 
13 months, Incentives are included 
in the contract for early completion 
of the contract. 

Oloria Webb, Public Information 
Officer for the CCECB, said,““You 
need to know that this is a major step 
in getting ready for E-911, and is 
monumental in scope...When this 
project is completed, each emergen- 
” eee in the county will have 

of maps which will enable 
hirnfher to go directly to any struc- 
jure in the county, even if he or she 
moved here and started work only 
yesterday.

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‘ORM: THE JOBS PROGRAM WE REALLY NEED 


What Alabama needs is a grow 
ing economy which produces 
enough private sector jobs to em 
ploy our former welfare recipients. 
By most accounts, Alabama’s econ- 
omy is booming. In terms of busi 
ness growth, we rank in the top ten 
nationally 

But in order to mect the new 
federal welfare mandates, we will 
need growth in low-skilled sectors 
such as manufacturing - an area 
where employment levels in Al 
abama have stagnated. 

It is true that Mercedes-Benz, 
and some other important man 
ufacturers, have opened facilities in 
Alabama recently, but those much- 
publicized projects have not been 
enough to reverse the overall stag- 
nation, 

It should also be noted that those 
jobs at the Mercedes plant came at 
a cost of over $175,000 per job in 
tax benefits and other incentives, 

A recent study conducted at the 
Center for Business and Economic 
Research at the University of South 
Alabama found that no state has 
ever paid as much per job as Al- 
abama paid for our Mercedes plant. 

Even more interesting, though, 
is the explanation given for the 
high price tag. “It is understandable 
that Alabama had to pay a higher 
price,” said Dr. Semoon Chang, 
who conducted the study, “due to 
the fact that . . . outsider’s per- 
ception of Alabama was not nec- 
essarily favorable.”

Looking at the way Alabama has 
been described recently in national 
publications, it is easy to see at 
least one reason why outsiders 
might have an unfavorable per 
ception of Alabama 

The Wall Street Journal recently 
described Alabama's job killing 
reputation as a_ plaintiff's  par- 
adise.”Forbes magazine described 
Alabama as a “hothouse for out 
rageous anti-business (jury) ver- 
dicts.” 

And Time described Alabama as 
a place where “the lawsuits grow 
thick and wild,” 

We might want to fault the na 
tional media for emphasizing our 
negatives, but the sad fact is that 
our whacked-out civil justice sys- 
tem gives out-of-state businesses 
ample reason to want to avoid do- 
ing business here. 

As a result, Alabama has two ba- 
sic Options in its efforts to spur the 
job creation necessary to provide 
private-sector employment for our 
welfare caseload, 

Alabama can continue to try to 
lure new business to the state at a 
cost of $175,000 per job in in- 
centives and quickly run the state 
into bankruptcy. 

Or, the state legislature can pass 
a reasonable tort reform package 
that would cost the taxpayers noth- 
ing, and would allow the state's 


natural advantages and a_ pro- 
business climate to attract new 
businesses,

reform package could be sub 
stantial, as another recent study 
shows, Researchers at the National 
Bureau of Economic Research 
found that states with legislated 
limits on lawsuit abuse, had on av- 
erage, a 5,2 percent higher level of 
employment in manufacturing in- 
dustries, For Alabama this would 
translate into some 20,000 more 
jobs in manufacturing. 

Obviously, welfare recipients 
wouldn’t be able to get all of these 
jobs. No problem, They could try to 
get some of the 16,000 additional 
construction jobs that could be ex- 
pected, or some of the 43,000 addi- 
tional retail jobs that could also be 
expected, 

In fact, the National Bureau ¢ 
Economic Research found — sig- 
nificantly higher employment lev 
els in 12 out of 17 industries in 
states that have enacted tort reform 
laws.

Brainstorms column. | was not sur 
prised that you commented on the
